A judicial recount has con¬ 
firmed outgoing city council¬ 
lor Amarjeet Sohi won the Ed¬ 
monton Mill Woods riding in 
the federal election. 

Sohi finished election night 
with an 80-vote margin over 
Conservative Tim Uppal, which 
shrunk to 79 votes during a 
second check. 

But the recount, completed 
Thursday, actually expanded 
Sohi’s lead to 92 votes. 

“I’d like to start by thanking 
the people of Edmonton Mill 
Woods for once again putting 


their trust in me,” Sohi said. 

“I am humbled by the results 
of this election and look for¬ 
ward to being a strong voice 
in Ottawa for the people of 
Edmonton Mill Woods and all 
Edmontonians.” 

Sohi’s final result: 20,423 
votes, with Uppal garnering 
20,331. NDP candidate Jasvir 
Deol was a distant third with 
6,330 votes. 

Jonathan Denis, who repre¬ 
sented Uppal, said Sohi is clear¬ 
ly now the winner. 

“We issue him a congratula¬ 
tions and wish him the best of 
luck as an MP,” he said. 

Denis said that with the nar¬ 
row election win and some 
of the issues that came up on 
voting day, it was important to 
double check to make sure vot¬ 
ers got the choice they wanted. 

“We do think this process was 
necessaiy, and so did the court.”

Members of the legislature 
debating after dark could soon 
be a thing of the past as the 
NDP is moving to limit late- 
night sittings. 

Government house leader 
Brian Mason is proposing new 
rules that would see the legisla¬ 
ture begin sitting at 9 a.m. sev¬ 
eral days a week, so it doesn’t 
have to sit late into the night. 

“We have a young caucus, 
many with young families, and 
we want to make sure the legis¬ 
lature functions in a way that 
accommodates people who 
have family responsibilities,” 
said Mason. 

While the government 
would still reserve the right to 
sit into the evening. Mason said 
the goal would be to limit it. 

Wildrose MLA Nathan Coop¬ 
er said he supports morning 
sittings, but worries the NDP 
isn’t being transparent about 
its rule changes. 

“The government will now 
have significantly more time 
in the house to pass legislation 
even quicker than the previous 
government,” he said. “It’s the 
exact same thing that they used 
to rail about in opposition.” 

Cooper said by extending 
into the morning and leaving 
open the possibility of night 
sittings the NDP could pass a 
bill in just three days. 

But Mason said the Wildrose 
is stalling because they don’t 
want to work early.

Colin Mulholland isn’t your 
average undergraduate student 
— and not just because he’s 
twice the age of his peers. 

The 48-year-old first became 
homeless 10 years ago, when 
his marriage dissolved and his 
wife kicked him out of their 
house. Without her knowing, he 
crept into their backyard shed 
and slept there for a few days, 
huddled amongst their camping 
gear in the chilly early winter. 

Fighting alcoholism, sugar 
addiction and chronic depres¬ 
sion, those nights shivering to 
sleep in his own shed was his 
initiation into seven years on 
the streets. 

“I was screwing people over 
with my addiction,” Mulhol¬ 
land said. “I got really angry 
and just gave up. 

“As soon as I hit the streets, 
it was like ‘What are my op¬ 
tions here? Nobody’s going to 
want me.’” 

Mulholland eventually got 
help from homeless shelters 
and other agencies in Edmon¬ 
ton, and graduated fi’om a two-

year social-work diploma from 
NorQuest College in 2014. 

He didn’t stop there — Mul¬ 
holland is now in his second 
year at the University of Alberta, 
working toward a Bachelor of 
Arts in Native Studies. 

Jared Tkachuk first met 
Mulholland in 2007 when he 
worked at the Hope Mission’s 
Herb Jamieson Centre. 

Now an outreach worker 
with the Edmonton Public Li-

brary, Tkachuk said Mulhol¬ 
land’s journey away from the 
street wasn’t easy, but offers 
hope for those struggling to 
get on their own feet. 


“Colin had dark times, and 
it’s so common amongst mar¬ 
ginalized people to be hope¬ 
less,” Tkachuk said. “I know 
he’s going to put (his degree) 
to good use to help people who 
are living the life he used to 
be living.” 

Mulholland recently cele¬ 
brated five years of sobriety. 
When he graduates in 2018, 
he said he wants to give back to 
the community through social 


work and drama. 

Being a mature student has 
its challenges, he said, but none 
quite hke the uncertainty of hv- 
ing on the street. 

“I’ve reahzed that... there’s 
a life experience that I’m bring¬ 
ing into the classroom that I’m 
coming to understand my class¬ 
mates don’t have,” he said. “Na¬ 
tive studies has really changed 
my world view. 

“This is where I belong now.”

An Edmonton MLA is hoping 
later hours can help the city’s 
live-music venues keep rock¬ 
ing the beat. 

Edmonton Centre MLA David 
Shepherd introduced a motion 
into the legislature Wednesday 
that, if passed, would encour¬ 
age the AGLC to move last call 
back to 3 a.m. for any bar that 
has live music. 

Shepherd said he wants to 
boost the city’s already strong 
music scene. 

“We have a rich crop of musi¬ 
cians aheady happening in the 
city, and from that we have got 
what is a fairly dynamic music 
scene.” 

Shepherd said he’s talked 
about his idea with Sen. Tommy 
Banks, a former Edmonton 


musician, who told him simi¬ 
lar rules were in place in the 
early 1960s. 

Shepherd said having a 


strong music scene is an eco¬ 
nomic boon and a tourism draw 
and there is no reason not to 
pursue it. 


“We have a real opportunity 
to capitalize on that resource. 
You have towns hke Austin that 
are known for being music cit-

ies, and Edmonton veiy much 
could be too,” he said. 

Denton Morrell, general man¬ 
ager of Blues On Whyte, said 
he would appreciate the extra 
hour because it costs a lot to 
bring in live music. 

“My entertainment cost is 
staggering compared to a bar 
that runs a DJ,” he said. 

On Whyte in particular, he 
said, it would be great because 
not all of the bars would be clos¬ 
ing at the same time, lowering 
the demand for taxis and transit. 

“You have 20 bars on the av¬ 
enue,” he said. “If five do live 
music, then you would have 15 
leave at one time and five leave 
at a different time.” 

The proposed new rules 
would come too late for at least 
one local spot, as the Wunderbar 
on Whyte Avenue announced it 
would be closing its doors this 
weekend.

Edmonton test driving 
snowplows with GPS 

Technology is at the heart 
of two pilot projects the city 
is rolling out on snowplows 
this year. 

Traffic operations spokes¬ 
woman Laura McNabb said 
the city will publish and 
update a map three times 
a day, showing streets that 
have been plowed. 

"People will be able to 
check at 3 p.m., 6 a.m. 
and midnight to see the 
status of major roads," she 
said, adding that the city 
will look for feedback as 
to how valuable residents 
find that data. 

"It can help (commuters) 
plan the most safe and ef¬ 
ficient route for where they 
need to go," she said. 

Additionally, 10 blading 
trucks will be equipped with 
two different kinds of GPS 
to compare the technolo¬ 
gies, with the hopes of hav¬ 
ing "all equipment on GPS" 
in the future. 

"If you have an emerging 
issue you could send the 
closest trucks, that sort of 
thing ... just to make sure 
we are doing things as ef¬ 
ficiently as possible."

City examines

Premier Rachel Notiey 
and her New Brunswick 
counterpart Brian Gallant 
say they're hoping for a 
renewed push to get the 
Energy East pipeline built 
under incoming prime 
minister Justin Trudeau. 

But both agreed specif¬ 
ic steps to reduce climate 
change must work along¬ 
side the proposed $12-bil- 
lion TransCanada line. 

Gallant said the record 
of outgoing Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper is testa¬ 
ment to why fixing climate 
change is not only good 
policy but also good busi¬ 
ness. 

"Under the Harper gov¬ 
ernment, no pipelines for 
oil were built," Gallant, 
standing beside Notiey, 
told reporters Thursday at 
a legislature news confer¬ 
ence. 

"I believe that one of 
the reasons for that is 
because the internation¬ 
al community and even 
Canadians did not feel like 
the Harper government 
was doing enough when 
it came to protecting the 
environment and combat¬ 
ing climate change. 

"I'm very hopeful that 
with the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment that we're going to 
be able to build that brand 
internationally and gain 
the trust of Canadians that 
we can develop our nat¬ 
ural resources and energy 
projects in a responsible 
and a sustainable way." 

The Energy East line 
would take oil from Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan 
across the country to re¬ 
fineries and ports in the 
East, including New Bruns¬ 
wick. 

Notiey agreed that Al¬ 
berta and New Brunswick 
are the "bookends" on the 
project.

TRAINS 

Community 
craves peace 
and quiet

When a train whistle pierces an 
otherwise quiet night for the 
fifth time, Chris Cebula thinks 
it’s getting “a little crazy.” 

Cebula and the Cumberland 
and Oxford Community League 
wrote city councillors last winter 


requesting a “whistle cessation” 
on the tracks cutting through the 
northwest commrmity. 

But it wiU take a lot of time 
and money for their wish to be 
granted. 

Administration has studied 
all rail crossings in Edmonton 
that still need trains to whistle, 
the findings of which director of 
traffic operations Craig Walbaum 
to council Wednesday. 

Walbaum ranked the top 15 
crossings that need whistles 
within two kilometres of dense 
residential areas. 

“It came down to how close 
those crossing points were to 
how many houses,” Walbaum

Transport Canada 
has really specific 
guidelines for this. 

Coun. Bev Esslinger 


said. 

He also identified what safety 
controls each have — whether 
it’s signs, hghts, bells, gates or 
aU four. 

With that information, council 
has asked Walbaum to conduct 
safety reviews on each crossing, 
which is necessaiy for rail com¬ 


panies to comply with requests 
to stop sounding whistles. 

But there’s a big cost and time 
commitment for that: approxi¬ 
mately $250,000 and six months 
of work. 

Walbaum said he’s hoping to 
review the crossings “within the 
existing budget.” 

But on the crossings without 
all four safety mechanisms re¬ 
quired, the city will need to find 
money for upgrades that haven’t 
been budgeted for. 

Doing so for aU 15 crossings 
could cost between $1.5 and $2.5 
million, according to estimates 
from CN Rail, and would take 
even more time to complete.

A Progressive Conservative 
MLA is questioning what the 
NDP will do with the $13 
million it cut from its cap¬ 
ital plan for addictions and 
detox centres. 

In question period Wednes¬ 
day, PC MLA Sandra Jansen 
said she was shocked to see 
the funding removal, given 
the 145 fentanyl deaths the 
province has seen this year. 

Infrastructure Minister 
Brian Mason told reporters 
Thursday the government re¬ 
moved the $13 million from 
that portion of the capital 
plan because the previous 
government didn’t allocate 
those funds to specific cap¬ 
ital projects geared towards 
detox centres. 

He said the government 
is moving forward with the 
PC’s planned projects. 

“We’re not cancelling of 
backing off with any detox 
(capital spending),” he said. 
“We are, however, going to 
build the ones that were pre¬ 
viously approved and take a 
look at future needs.” 

The $13 million went into 
a pot of $4.4 billion, which 
contains funds that have 
yet to be allocated towards 
capital projects. Mason said, 
adding the government will 
make decisions regarding 
capital spending in the com¬ 
ing months, including detox 
centres. 

Jansen said she hopes the 
government plans to further 
fund detox centres. 

“If there’s a plan, great,” 
she said. “There’s so many 
programs getting a bump in 
spending that I’m hoping this 
isn’t an opportunity to shave 
money (for detox centres).”

A new project is putting Ed¬ 
monton’s homeless residents 
on the map. 

Homeward Trust conducts a 
homeless count eveiy second 
year, but soon the data they 
collect will be available as vis¬ 
ual representations created 
by a team at the University 
of Alberta. 

Alex Abboud, communi¬ 
cations director with Home¬ 
ward Trust, said the project 
will make it easier for the or¬ 
ganization to decide things 
like how we provide services 
and where to conduct the next 
count. 

“One of the challenges we 
face is the complexity of the 
data,” he said. 


“We collect demographic 
information like age, gender 
and cultural background. But 
we also ask behavioural and 
geographic questions such as 
how long they have been home¬ 
less and where they stayed the 


previous night.” 

Maureen Engel, director of 
Humanities Computing at the 
University of Alberta, is over¬ 
seeing the project. With the 
help of graduate students, she’s 
creating “heat maps” that show

the density of different popula¬ 
tions in areas of the city. 

“Homeward Trust hasn’t al¬ 
ways been able to capitalize 
on some aspects of the data 
they gather because they don’t 
always have the resources or 
need to do so,” Engel said. 

“1 realized that there are a 
number of things that 1 can do 
to make the data more inter¬ 
active so that users can com¬ 
bine different information.” 

When the site goes live, 
it will be accessible to the 
public. 

“The project is about edu¬ 
cating the citizens of the city 
about who their neighbours 
are, and letting them explore 
their own curiosity,” Engel said.

12, after 
RCMP responded 
to the call the 
night before. 

“Stettler 
RCMP went to 
investigate and 
in doing so located a grow-op 
in one of the facilities,” said 
Staff Sgt. Keith Hurley, of the 
ALERT Green team. “We took 
two people into custody during 
the course of this investigation.”

erty was powered by two in¬ 
dustrial-sized generators.

Hurley said they seized 
two pickup trucks with hid¬ 
den compartments in the slip 
tanks, believed to be used for 
trafficking drugs.

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TransAlta to pay $56M penalty 


ENERGY 

Government 
moving ahead 
with eleetrieal 
rate poliey 

The Alberta Utilities Commis¬ 
sion has approved TransAlta’s 
proposed $56-million settlement 
for deliberately timing outages 
at power plants to drive up elec¬ 
tricity prices. 

TransAlta will pay a $52-mil- 
lion administrative penalty, 
which the commission says is 
the largest of its kind in Can¬ 
adian lustoiy, plus $4.3 miUion 
to cover the cost of the Market 
Surveillance Administrator in¬ 
vestigation. 

The administrative penalty in¬ 
cludes $27 million to repay the 
profits TransAlta made, plus a 
monetary penalty of $25 rnillion. 

The commission said in ap¬ 
proving the settlement Thurs¬ 
day that it beheves the penalty 
is large enough that it can’t be 
considered a cost of doing busi¬ 
ness or a hcensing fee for trans¬ 
gressions. 

“This is the first time some¬ 


thing like this has happened, 
we don’t want there to be a 
second,” AUC spokesman Jim 
Law said in an email. 

Alberta Energy Minister Mar¬ 
garet McCuaig-Boyd said in a 
statement that the size of the 
settlement “should serve as a 
deterrent and a warning.” 

She said the government is 
moving ahead with the electrical 
rate policy work it committed 
to in the election and that it 
continues to work to improve 
province’s electrical system. 

“When Albertans receive their 
electricity bills, they expect the 
price they pay has been arrived 
at in a fair and ethical way,” said 
McCuaig-Boyd. 

In July, the commission found 
TransAlta had violated Alberta’s 
Electric Utilities Act and its Fair, 
Efficient and Open Competi¬ 
tion Regulation on four occa¬ 
sions and had engaged in in¬ 
sider trading. 

The commission ruled that 
clear, cogent and convincing evi¬ 
dence showed TransAlta timed 
outages at its coal-fired power 
plants in late 2010 and early 
2011 to drive up power prices 
when demand was high.

After years of pressure on the 
federal government to call an 
inquiry into missing and mur¬ 
dered indigenous women, the 
newly elected Liberals have 
promised one. 

Nearly 1,200 indigenous 
women were murdered or 
went missing between 1980 
and 2012, according to an 
RCMP report released last year. 

Supporters for a national 
inquiry include the provincial 
and territorial premiers, ab¬ 
original groups and the United 
Nations. 

The Liberal platform prom¬ 
ises to “immediately launch” a 
national public inquiry, which 
would “seek recommendations 
on concrete actions that gov¬ 
ernments, law enforcement 
and others can take to solve 


these crimes and prevent fu¬ 
ture ones.” 

At his news conference the 
day after the election last week, 
prime minister-designate Jus¬ 


tin Trudeau didn’t provide a 
specific timehne for an inquiry 
but said he wanted to “get mov¬ 
ing on this quickly.” 

Dawn Harvard, president 


of the Native Women’s Asso¬ 
ciation of Canada, said con¬ 
sultations with the necessary 
people must start right away, 
but the inquiry itself shouldn’t 


be rushed into. 

“The initial process needs 
to start right away, but that 
initial process itself can take a 
significant amount of 
time just in order to 
make sure we get it 
right,” Harvard said. 

Any successful 
inquiry requires 
consultations with 
aboriginal women 
and their families, 
the larger aborig¬ 
inal leadership 
and other relevant 
groups to establish 
the process and 
scope of the inquiry, 
she said. It’s particularly im¬ 
portant that the families of 
the victims have a leading role, 
she said. 

“We’re only going to get one 
shot at this, and we need to 
make sure that we have all 
the key voices being heard at 
the table to make sure we get 


as comprehensive a picture as 
possible.” 

That process should start as 
soon as cabinet is named Nov. 

4, when establish¬ 
ing an inquiry will 
be a priority for the 
new aboriginal af¬ 
fairs minister. 

While in govern¬ 
ment, the Conserv¬ 
atives resisted calls 
for a national in¬ 
quiry, saying there 
had already been 
more than 40 stud¬ 
ies on the matter 
and that it is action 
that is needed. 

There are also fears that an 
inquiry won’t necessarily lead 
to action. The Royal Commis¬ 
sion on Aboriginal Peoples in 
the 1990s took five years, cost 
more than $50 milhon and the 
more than 440 recommenda¬ 
tions it produced mostly went 
unheeded.

Stephen Harper is a goner — 
and his cats aren’t coming back. 

The outgoing prime minister 
hAnd as he prepares to begin 
anew as a member of the Toiy 
backbench, so too are his cats 
preparing for a new hfe of their 
own. 

Stanley and Gypsy — along 
with Charlie, a pet chinchilla 
— are all moving out of 24 Sus¬ 
sex Drive to live with the Harper 
family at their new permanent 
digs in Calgaiy. 

What’s more, the many fos¬ 
ter-animal friends that had been 
hving at the prime minister’s 
official residence in the months 


before the election were all 
found new homes in the sum¬ 
mer. 

The Harpers have fostered 
dozens of cats, as well as a num¬ 
ber of other small animals, since 
moving in nearly a decade ago. 
Eventually, they devoted an en¬ 
tire upstairs room to the cause. 

Some of the animals were 
eventually adopted by political 
staffers, others by MPs and cab¬ 
inet ministers. 

Harper’s wife Laureen was 
a prominent volunteer for 
the Ottawa Humane Society, 
among other things acting as 
the honorary chair for the or¬ 
ganization’s annual gala, the 
Fur Ball. 

“She’s been tremendous; 
some years she’s been our most 
active foster volunteer,” Bruce 
Roney, the executive director 
of the Ottawa Humane Society, 
said in a statement. 

“She’s contributed greatly 


both hands on and by her pres¬ 
ence to the Fur Ball and we’re 
grateful for her involvement.” 

The Harpers’ fondness for 
cats is well-documented, going 
as far back as their wedding 
where two fehnes were part of 
the party, one in a bow tie and 
one in a lace collar. 

The death of a former cat, 
Cartier, was even noted by Sen. 
Mike Dufiy in his prolific diaries 
that form part of the evidence 
in his criminal trial. 

But Charlie the Chinchilla 
was especially prominent in the 
family’s later political years — 
he was featured in the family’s 
2013 Christmas card and also 
starred in a YouTube video. 

Whether the presence of so 
many animals inside 24 Sussex 
over the last nine years has con¬ 
tributed to the need for repairs 
wasn’t something the National 
Capital Commission would say.

China said Thursday it would 
allow all married couples to 
have two children, signalling 
the end after 35 years to its dras¬ 
tic and unpopular “one-child” 
policy that has been blamed for 
skewing the gender balance, 
forcing women into unwanted 
abortions and bringing about a 
rapidly aging workforce. 

The decision was the most 
significant easing of strict 
population policies that were 
long considered some of the 
ruling Communist Party’s most 
onerous intrusions into family 
life and had been gradually 
relaxed in recent years. Many 
rural families and some urban 
ones were already able to have 


two children. 

The news elated 36-year-old 
Su Weihua of Guangzhou, who 
said she now plans to get preg¬ 
nant next year and that she 
is eager for her eight-year-old 
daughter to have a sibling. 


“1 have looked forward to this 
for so many years — even had 
dreams about it! 1 cried every 
time when 1 woke up and real¬ 
ized it wasn’t yet true. 1 thought 
it was so unfair,” Su said. 

The party’s Central Commit¬ 


tee said in a statement that 
the decision was “to improve 
the balanced development of 
population” and to deal with 
an aging population. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency said the proposal must 
be approved by the top legisla¬ 
ture before it is enacted. 

The move may not spur a 
huge baby boom, however, in 
part because fertility rates are 
believed to be declining even 
without the policy’s enforce¬ 
ment. Previous easings of the 
one-child policy have spurred 
fewer births than expected, and 
many people among China’s 
younger generations see small¬ 
er families as ideal. 

China, which has the world’s 
largest population at 1.4 bil¬ 
lion people, introduced the 
one-child policy in 1979 as a 
temporary measure to curb a 
then-surging population and 
limit the demands for water 
and other resources.

An autumn chill had set in when 
the wooden boat, packed with 
families from Syria and Iraq, set 
out on the short crossing from 
Turkey to the Greek island of 
Lesbos and the promise of a new 
life in Europe. 

Partway across, it capsized, 
triggering a scene of panic, con¬ 
fusion — and compassion — in 
a dramatic rescue. 

A Greek Coast Guard vessel 
sped to the site of the latest mi¬ 
grant catastrophe on Europe’s 
doorstep. So did an array of vol¬ 
unteers, including Spanish life¬ 
guards and Turkish fishermen, 
who crammed dozens of dis¬ 


traught people onto the decks 
of their small boats. 

The Greek Coast Guard said 
242 people were rescued in the 
operation Wednesday night, in¬ 
cluding at least 18 children. At 
least seven people died, and more 
than 30 are missing. 

So far this year, more than 
300,000 migrants have reached 
the island of Lesbos. 

Manolis Galanalds, a local fish¬ 
erman, said the actions of people 
smugglers who loaded the boats 
were “a crime against humanity.” 

“They just get money to put 
those people on boats to be 
dead,” he said, the associated press

Rubio, Bush trade Jabs 
in third Republican debate 


One of Haiti’s top presidential 
candidates insisted Thursday 
that ballots checked with his 
name have been destroyed or 
discarded, prompting small 
groups of supporters to burn 
tire barricades in a few sec¬ 
tions of the country’s capital. 

Former senator Moise Jean- 
Charles, candidate of the Pe¬ 


tit Dessalines faction, is con¬ 
sidered one of a few major 
contenders out of the 54 hope¬ 
fuls who appeared on presiden¬ 
tial ballots in Sunday’s first- 
round elections. 

The two top finishers are 
expected to compete in a Dec. 
27 runoff. 

Tire-burning supporters of 


Jean-Charles said they discov¬ 
ered partially burned ballots 
on Thursday behind the con¬ 
crete wall of a home in the 
Port-au-Prince neighbourhood 
of Delmas 41. 

The candidate insisted that 
numerous ballots supporting 
his bid have gone missing else¬ 
where. 


“This is going to lead to 
political turmoil,” he warned, 
prompting cheers from about 
three dozen backers. 

Gregory Mayard-Paul, a 
spokesman for the Tet Kale 
party of outgoing President 
Michel Martelly, dismissed the 
allegations as “pure fiction.”

“Grab a boat from Baghdad 
and it will take you straight 
to Greece,” reads a joke being 
shared on social media.

school. The stormy weather was 
forecast to continue throughout 
Friday and Saturday 

Police and security forces 
were deployed in Baghdad — a 
city of about 5 million people 
— to help residents navigate 
the floodwaters. 

Security forces have been 
stretched thin battling the 
Islamic State militant group 
since last year, so the battle 
with Mother Nature was some¬ 
thing out of the ordinary. 

Old and inad¬ 
equate drainage 
systems have 
long been an 
issue in Iraq and 
among the com¬ 
plaints of resi¬ 
dents who have 
been protesting 
for better basic 
services and an 
end to corrup¬ 
tion. Calls for re¬ 
form have inten¬ 
sified since the 
summer, when 
scorching temperatures led to 
chronic power cuts. 

Iraq’s power, communica¬ 
tions, water, sewage treatment 
and health facilities were se¬ 
verely battered during the 1991 
U.S.-led Gulf War, and then 
again in the 2003 invasion. In 
between, stringent UN sanc¬ 
tions severely limited the coun¬ 
tiy’s ability to rebuild.

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Ozone hole over Antarcde expands 


ENVIRONMENT 

Cold behind 
growth 
this month; 
scientists say 

The Antarctic ozone hole has 
swelled this month to one of 
its biggest sizes on record, UN 
and U.S. scientists say, insisting 


that the Earth-shielding ozone 
layer remains on track to long¬ 
term recovery but residents 
of the southern hemisphere 
should be on watch for high 
UV levels in the weeks ahead. 

The World Meteorological 
Organization, in a regular bul¬ 
letin released Thursday, said 
the Antarctic ozone hole often 
faces seasonal and year-to-year 
variations, but says the expan¬ 
sion this year shows “we need 


to remain vigilant.” 

The Geneva-based UN agency 
pointed to NASA data on Oct. 2 
showing the hole had reached 
28.2 million square kilometres 
— larger than the size of Rus¬ 
sia and Canada put together. 
It was the largest recorded on 
that date, and the hole has re¬ 
mained at a record size on the 
dates since, WMO said. 

According to NASA, the re¬ 
cord largest ozone hole dates 


to Sept. 9, 2000, when it was 
29.9 million square kilometres. 

Paul Newman, chief scientist 
for earth sciences at NASA’s 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
in Greenbelt, Md., said pro¬ 
longed wintertime conditions 
in the Antarctic region were 
persisting longer than usual, 
and unusually weak vertical 
energy flows were among ma¬ 
jor contributors to the large

The Vatican is bracing for more 
allegations of flnancial wrong¬ 
doing and mismanagement 
with the publication next week 
of two books that underscore 
the challenges Pope Francis is 
facing to reform the Holy See. 

Italian journalist Gianluigi 
Nuzzi’s Merchants in the Tem¬ 
ple follows his blockbuster 
2012 book. His Holiness, based 
on confldential papal corres¬ 
pondence detaihng corruption 
and political intrigue in the 
Vatican. The so-called Vatileaks 
scandal that ensued resulted in 
the conviction of Pope Benedict 
XVl’s butler for leaking the 
documents, and some say, to 
Benedict’s historic resignation. 

Italian journalist Emiliano 
Fittipaldi is releasing Avarice: 
Documents Revealing Wealth, 
Scandals and Secrets of Fran¬ 
cis’ Ghurch. Fittipaldi writes 
for L’Espresso newsweekly, 
which has published some of 
the most damaging leaks of 
Francis’ papacy, including most 
recently the letter by 13 car¬ 
dinals warning Francis about 
his family synod. 

The publication of the 
books, both on Nov. 5, will 
no doubt set off a new fluriy 
of speculation about the depth 
of opposition to Francis’ re¬ 
form agenda, given both are 
purportedly based on leaked 
documents and internal infor¬ 
mation to which only Vatican 
officials would have had access.

One of Haiti’s top presidential 
candidates charged Thursday 
that ballots checked with his 
name have been destroyed or 
discarded, prompting small 
groups of supporters to burn 
tire barricades in a few sec¬ 
tions of the capital. 

Former Sen. Moise Jean- 
Charles, candidate of the 
Petit Dessalines faction, is 
considered one of a few ma¬ 
jor contenders out of the 54 
hopefuls who appeared on the 
presidential ballot in Sunday’s 
first-round elections. The two 
top finishers are expected to 
compete in a Dec. 27 runoff. 

With official prelimin¬ 
ary results still days away, 
tire-burning supporters of 
Jean-Charles said they discov¬ 
ered partially burned ballots 


Thursday behind the concrete 
wall of a home in the Port- 
au-Prince neighbourhood of 
Delmas 41. The candidate in¬ 
sisted that numerous ballots 
supporting his bid had gone 
missing elsewhere. 

Without discussing specif¬ 
ics or presenting evidence, 
Jean-Charles told reporters at 
a news conference that there 
was also a plot at a tabula¬ 
tion centre in Port-au-Prince 
to prevent votes in his fa¬ 
vour from being entered into 
computers. 

“This is going to lead to 
political turmoil,” he warned, 
prompting cheers from about 
three dozen backers gathered 
at a school. 

The tabulation warehouse 
is under guard by police and 
UN peacekeepers and Hai¬ 
tian electoral workers are 
monitored by a rotating cast 
of international observers. 
Although it is prohibited 
for results to be released by 
anyone other than the Pro¬ 
visional Electoral Council, 
Jean-Charles’ camp released 


its own calculations from Sun¬ 
day’s vote after reviewing 85 
per cent of the returns. He in¬ 
sisted Thursday that he dom¬ 
inated voting in half of Haiti’s 


10 departments and accused 
the government-backed candi¬ 
date’s team of trying to steal 
the election.

A soccer club on northern Van¬ 
couver Island has red carded a 
14-year-old girl, barring her from 
playing on an elite team in a dis¬ 
pute about a sponsorship deal 
with a sahnon-farming company. 

The Upper Island Riptide club 
announced Thursday it could not 
reconcile its differences with 
Freyja Reed and, as a result, 
had “parted ways” with the teen 
goalkeeper. 

Fre3rja and her mother Anissa 
Reed, who hve in Comox, B.C., 
oppose open net-pen salmon 
farming and have been at odds 
with the club over a sponsorship 
deal announced in August with 
Marine Harvest Canada, one 
of the world’s largest salmon¬ 
farming companies. 

Riptide spokesman Sean 
Arbour said there was a “hic¬ 
cup” with the Reeds over the 
club’s code of conduct and the 
mother and daughter had been 
previously warned. 


“I wish there was a manual 
that they gave you when you 
started volunteering that, ‘hey, 
you might need to deal with this 
one day,’ but there isn’t,” he said. 

A club news release said the 
decision was “collective” and 
based on feedback from players, 
famihes and volunteers. 

Anissa Reed said she was out¬ 
raged, noting she was informed 
by email around the same time 
the news release was issued. 

“They issued a press release 
prior to allowing me to tell her, 
when she’s at school,” she said. 

Reed said she and Freyja 
moved to Comox so her daugh¬ 
ter could play competitive soccer 
but learned about the sponsor¬ 
ship deal in August, months 
after tiyouts for the team. 

Reed said she set up a Face- 
book page questioning the spon¬ 
sorship deal, and discussed her 
concerns with the club’s steer¬ 
ing committee, the Canadian press

Bra-making biz 
supports careers 


LINGERIE 

School a global 
attraction for 
amateurs and 
pros alike 

Sophie Ndala has watched her 
mother wrestle with ill-fitting 
lingerie her whole life and pains¬ 
takingly alter oversize bras that 
nonetheless dug into her shoul¬ 
ders and provided little support. 

With bra shopping a bust in 
their home countiy of South Af¬ 
rica, Ndala travelled thousands 
of kilometres to southern On¬ 
tario to learn how to help her 
mother — and maybe start a 
business herself 

She enrolled at Bra-Makers 
Supply in Hamilton, a sewing 


store and custom lingerie school 
that has grown into an inter¬ 
national attraction for both ama¬ 
teurs and professionals. 

For nearly two decades, the 
store’s owner and self-described 
“faiiy bra mother” Beverly John¬ 
son has shown women how to 
handcraft bras that fit bodies of 
various shapes and sizes using 
her own patterns. 

Johnson, 62, launched the 
school — one of the only pro¬ 
grams of its kind—after years of 
leading workshops across Canada 
and around the world. 

Between her in-person les¬ 
sons and new online courses, 
Johnson estimates she’s taught 
more than 30,000 people to make 
bras. Some have gone on to start 
their own businesses or teach 
hngerie-making themselves in 
stores such as The Make Den in 


west-end Toronto. 

A recent weeklong master 
class on plus-size bras saw Ndala 
create a pale blue prototype to 
take home to her mother and 
rephcate. If the undergarment 
fits, Ndala said she plans to start 
sewing some for others. 

Several of her classmates al¬ 
ready have their own hngerie 
fines and turned to Johnson to 
hone their skills. 

“I really want to hit the mas¬ 
tectomy market,” said Holly My¬ 
ers, a custom bra-maker based 
in Portland, Ore. 

“One of my aunts had breast 
cancer several years back and I’m 
also a Pilates instructor ... and 
I have quite a few clients who 
have mastectomies as well... and 
they always complain about not 
being able to find cute bras and 
cute swimwear.” the Canadian press

PTSTwrn Single Transferable Vote 


How it works: Each riding has multiple seats (perhaps five), 
and every voter ranks candidates first to last. Each person's 
vote counts initially toward their first choice and, as votes 
are counted and candidates either win or are eliminated, 
the vote is transferred to the voters' next-most-favourite 
candidate until there are five candidates left standing. 
Where it's used: Ireland, Malta 


CHAMPION: NickCaruana 
Ph.D. candidate. Political Science 
University of Western Ontario 


Single Transferable Vote is an effective compromise be¬ 
tween what we like about the current system and what we 
want from a proportional system. It changes two things 
about the ballots we use. First, you rank candidates. You 
can choose many or just one. If your first-choice candi¬ 
date comes in last, they're eliminated, and your vote counts 
towards your second choice, and so on. Secondly, ridings 
have more seats. Imagine squishing five ridings together 
to make one riding with five MPs. A major party will run five 
candidates, hoping for all the seats, while a fringe party may 
only run one. STV combines the local representation and ac¬ 
countability of the current system with better proportionality 
between the votes a party gets and its share of seats. And 
it lets voters give more information about what they want. 
Torn between two parties, or want to vote for a party and a 
local candidate you like from a different party? Rank both! 



Proportional Representation 


How it works: Voters vote for a party, and the number of seats 
that go to each party is proportional to its vote share. 

Where it's used: Germany, New Zealand, the Netherlands 


CHAMPION: Andre Blais,

Proportional Representation is the only system that delivers 
fairness; that's its greatest virtue. The percentage of Parlia¬ 
ment seats a party gets is more or less equal to its percent¬ 
age of votes. The second-greatest virtue is that PR is flexible. 
You can choose the version that accounts best for your 
other concerns. Districts can be large or small. You could 
have thresholds to limit the number of parties in Parliament. 
You could even have a mixed system with a combination 
of PR and some other system. A common concern about 
PR is that voters want to vote directly for a local candidate. 
Well, it is possible to have people vote for both a party and a 
candidate. (An example is Mixed-Member PR, where voters 
vote once for a party and once for a local candidate. Addi¬ 
tional MPs who do not represent a riding sit in the House 
of Commons so that the proportion of seats a party holds 
still matches its share of the vote). The major objection to 
PR is that it leads to coalition governments. That is true, but 
coalitions have advantages. They weaken the power of the 
prime minister; major decisions require approval of coali¬ 
tion partners. And it's not true that coalition governments are 
unstable. European PR governments last a similar amount of 
time as Canadian governments do. If you believe fairness is 
crucial, you should support PR. 


Alternative Vote 


How it works: Voters rank candidates, who are usually affili¬ 
ated with a party, first to last. If none gets a majority of first- 
choice votes, the second choices, then third choices, etc., 
are counted until there is a winner — one MP per riding. The 
party with the most MPs gets to govern. 

Where it's used: Australia 

CHAMPION: Laura Stephenson 

Associate professor. 

Political Science 

University of Western Ontario 

An alternative vote system is the best option for electoral re¬ 
form. It would not have a steep learning curve for voters. AV 
systems are similar to our current one: Voters indicate sup¬ 
port for individual candidates and a single winner represents 
each riding. Our ridings would not have to change, and Can¬ 
adians would continue to have a local MP in Parliament. The 
big difference would be how voters mark ballots. Instead of a 
single X, they'd rank the candidates by number. When a can¬ 
didate wins with less than 50 per cent of the vote, like can 
happen now, a majority of voters preferred someone else. 

This would not happen with AV. Voting for someone with no 
chance of winning would not mean a wasted vote — sup¬ 
port would be redistributed to the next-preferred option until 
one candidate emerged with over 50 per cent of the votes. 
This means any winning candidate would have the support 
of a majority of voters — maybe not a majority of first-choice 
votes, but preference over other options. 


Status Quo: First-Past-The-Post 


How it works: Voters elect a local MP, who is usually affiliated 
with a party. The local candidate with the most votes wins, 
and the party with the most winners governs. 

Where it's used: Canada, the U.K., India, many others

First-Past-The-Post is designed to produce clear winners 
and single-party majority governments, even without a ma¬ 
jority of votes. Majority governments can pursue big, vision¬ 
ary projects like free trade and they last around four years. 
Remember the uncertainty and frequent elections caused 
by minority governments in the 2000s? FPTP also creates 
effective representation. If you have a problem with the fed¬ 
eral bureaucracy, you can enlist help from your riding's MP, 
thanks to a clear, direct link between MPs and voters. But 
imagine if your riding was twice or three times as populous 
as now, and the MP didn't have resources to help? Or you 
had several MPs, and it wasn't clear who to contact? Other 
systems produce these outcomes. FPTP ensures account¬ 
ability. By voting, many Canadians held the Conservatives 
accountable. The government fell. But imagine if they were 
defeated but remained in power, in a coalition, for decades. 
That's possible in other electoral systems. 


The change has come — in 
B.C. this time, where veter¬ 
inarians have voted to ban 
cosmetic ear cropping and tail 
docking for dogs. 

Some breeders and dog 
owners aren't happy, which is 
unfortunate for them. 

B.C. is the seventh province 
— and won't be the last — to 
outlaw cutting dogs' ears to 
sharp points and lopping off 
their tails, which supposedly 
gives breeds like Dobermans 
and Boxers their distinctive 
look. 

This is the best kind of 
societal shift: originating from 
professionals, based on sound 
evidence and introduced for 
the welfare of the voiceless. 

"I've always refused to 
crop," says Dr. Nicole Gallant, 
president of the Canadian Vet¬ 
erinary Medical Association, 
which supports the bans. 

The group states that 
studies show cropping and 
docking are medically risky 
and offer no "welfare or med¬ 
ical benefit" — a claim kennel 
associations make. It also 
calls on breed associations to 
remove surgical modifications 
from their standards. 

There might be "a few 
generations of dog who won't 
win in the ring" at shows. 
Gallant noted, but the shift "is 
coming." 

Gallant is careful to say she 
assumes most owners and 
breeders love and care for 
their pets. 

"A lot of this is about edu¬ 
cating people and discussing 
what these surgeries are and 
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why we're choosing not to do 
them," she said. "Opinions are 
pretty strong on this." 

Indeed. The Canadian Ken¬ 
nel Club objects to B.C.'s ban, 
and owners in other provinces 
have claimed (unconvincingly) 
the bans infringe upon their 
rights. 

The debate is an old, stub¬ 
born one: Europe is ahead of 
us, and the U.S. behind. But 
even there, states such as 
New York and Vermont have 
considered similar bans. In re¬ 
sponse, the American Kennel 
Club is calling on "fanciers" 
to pressure their senators and 
owners to pressure their vets. 

It's not surprising a group of 
people dedicated to "preserv¬ 
ing breed character" are wary 
of change. But there is some 
irony: they breed dogs to be 
aggressive (say, Dobermans) 
and then cut the dogs' floppy 
ears because that aggres¬ 
sion could cause ear injuries 
in a fight. As for "character," 
google "Doberman with 
floppy ears" and try to find 
that menacing. 

Surgery advocates offer 
varied and lengthy defences 
— but consider the source. 

Vets have nothing to gain 
by upsetting breeders and 
owners. Breeders and owners, 
on the other hand, have 
reputations to maintain. And 
adopting new practices would 
be admitting they were wrong 
in the past. 

Few like being wrong. But 
there's only one winning side 
here. You can lose, or you can 
change.

Modem zombie 
movies owe big 
debt to Night of 
the Living Dead

Movies like World War Z, Zom¬ 
bie Women of Satan and this 
weekend’s comedy-horror 
Scouts Guide to the Zombie 
Apocalypse — the stoiy of three 
Scouts who must bond to save 
their town from a zombie out¬ 
break — owe a debt of gratitude 
to Night of the Living Dead. 

In 1968, the story of story 
of people trapped in a rural 
Pennsylvania farmhouse try¬ 
ing to survive an attack by 
reanimated ghouls dragged a 
bloody new horror genre into 
the marketplace. 

For better (see Re-Anima¬ 
tor) and for worse (see Zombie 
Nightmare) the movie Rex Reed 
called “a classic” has spawned 
almost five decades of brain 
eating and head explosions, 
but according to the film’s co¬ 
author John Russo, the origin 
of the idea was anything but 
sinister. 

“Sometime in the winter 
of 1966 George Romero and 1 
were having lunch with Richard 
Ricci,” says Russo, then a co¬ 
partner with Romero and Rus¬ 
sell Streiner (who has the film’s 
most famous line, “They’re 
coming to get you, Barbara!”) in 


The Latent Image, a commercial 
television production house. 

“George and I were com¬ 
plaining about the fickleness 
of our commercial clients. 
Richard said, ‘So why don’t 
you do something about it?’ 1 
thought about it and said, ‘We 
oughtta be able to make some¬ 
thing better than the crap we 
see on Ghiller Theater.’ 

“George right away got ex¬ 
cited, slammed the table with 
his big hand, sending bottles 


and glasses flying, and yelled, 
‘We’re gonna make a movie!”’ 

The two batted around sev¬ 
eral ideas. 

One, titled Monster Flick, 
was a horror comedy about 
teenage aliens, while another 
focused on flesh eating aliens. 

“But we quickly discovered 
that we could not afford all the 
necessaiy special effects,” he 
says, so the writing continued. 

“We’d go to work late at 
night in separate offices, at 


separate typewriters,” says 
Russo. “1 said right away that 
our stoiy should start in a cem¬ 
etery because folks found cem¬ 


eteries spooky. 1 was working 
on a script that started in a 
cemetery and involved aliens 
coming to earth in search of 


human flesh. But George took 
a break at Christmas time and 
came back with half of a story 
that started in a cemeteiy, and 
was in essence what became 
the first half of Night of the 
Living Dead. There were all 
the proper twists and turns 
and a lot of excitement, but 
George never said who the at¬ 
tackers were or why they were 
attacking. 

“1 said, ‘1 like this, George, 
but who are these attackers? 
You never say.’ And he said 
he didn’t know. So I said, ‘It 
seems to me they could be dead 
people. But why are they at¬ 
tacking? What are they after?’ 
Again, he said he didn’t know. 
So I said, ‘Why don’t we use 
my flesh-eating idea?’ And he 
agreed. 

“So that’s how the modern 
flesh-eating zombies were 
born!” 

These days it doesn’t take a 
lot of hraaaaaaaaaaaaaaaains 
to see the legacy of Night of 
the Living Dead. The ghoulish 
story is considered a classic, 
has spawned comedies like 
the box office hit Zombieland 
and hit television shows like 
The Walking Dead. 

“We were absolutely dedi¬ 
cated toward making a movie 
that was true to its premise and 
the motivations of its charac¬ 
ters, from start to finish,” says 
Russo, adding, “[the movie] 
struck a primal chord in every¬ 
body, perhaps because of the 
atavistic memoiy of our species 
as easy prey for wild beasts, 
which we were for most of 
human history. We all carry 
the deep-seated fear of being 
devoured.”

Last Friday night, we caught 
bits of Game 6 — you know, 
the one between the Toronto 
Blue Jays and the Kansas City 
Royals? — on AM radio in our 
cab ride home from an event. 
Actually, we made one pit 
stop to get burritos where we 
witnessed Royals’ third base- 
man Mike Moustakas make 
a formidable catch from a 
ground fly that caused Simon 
to pause. “That’s gotta feel 
better than sex,” he said. 

The Jays may have lost, but 
the country feels united. And 
we, at least, still have baseball 
on the brain. 

That meant one thing: 
watch a classic baseball- 


themed movie as cinematic 
as Bautista’s bat flip. There 
was much discussion: Should 
we start Ken Burns’ 11-part 
documentary on the game? 

Or, were we in the mood for 
something a little more hght- 
hearted, like Bull Durham, A 
League of Their Own or Major 
League? 

Nope. We both knew what 
we craved: The Natural — and 
not just because one of us 
(him) is obsessed with Robert 
Redford’s hair. The 1984 film 
is dear to me. It introduced 
me to Richard Farnsworth, 
who can break your heart 
with a single glance of his 
glossy blue eyes. It confirmed 
my love of sports movies, a 
passion which ’79’s Breaking 
Away launched. And, 1 think 
the film, beautifully shot by 
Caleb Deschanel, inspired 
my dad — who’s more into 
Bach and Bertrand Russell 
than baseball — to play catch 
with me. Even during my 


teenage years, when 1 knew 
eveiything, we’d go into 
the backyard with our well- 
worn gloves and toss the ball 
around under sun sparkle. 

It’d had been a while since 
we’d seen The Natural. It has 
also been some time since 
we’ve eaten hot dogs for din¬ 
ner. But the combination 
was a no-brainer. Here’s the 
thing though: 1 don’t hke fat 
or fancy hot dogs. 1 only eat 


Schneiders Red Hots, prefer¬ 
ably burnt to a carcinogenic 
crisp over a fire. But Simon 
only likes Schneiders Juicy 
Jumbos. So we bought both. 

Simon’s favourite way to 
prepare hotdogs is to broil 
them in the oven. Because 
his experience with wieners 
is vastly greater than mine, 1 
conceded. The toppings? Yel¬ 
low mustard and raw sweet 
onion. That’s it. 


And the movie? It was just 
as weird as 1 remembered it, 
although this time around 
Roy Hobbs’ Odyssean-like 
voyage was more obvious 
because 1 didn’t know who 
Homer was when 1 was 10. 

The Natural shouldn’t be as 
good as it is. A near mythical, 
magical bat cut from a tree 
that was struck by hghtening? 
Are you kidding me? Good 
versus evil in the form of pa¬ 
tient Penelope and a couple 
of evil-siren-like women? Get 
out of town! And that finale 
when Hobbs rounds the 
bases after hitting a homer 
that causes the scoreboard 
lights to come crashing down 
around him in a shower of ef¬ 
fervescent gloiy while Randy 
Newman’s Oscar-nominated 
score sweeps up your veiy 
soul? Gome on! 

And yet, hke the game 
itself, somehow it is capable 
of becoming this canvas for 
the purest — and by that 1 
mean the most irrational and 
beautiful — human emotions. 
It shouldn’t mean that much. 
But it does. And we do a dis¬ 
service to ourselves, and to 
the game, when we attempt 
to figure out why.

OUR BRAND IS CRISIS 

After string of 
‘wife’ offers, 
she took role 
written for man 

Is she going to be hot? 

That’s the question a studio 
executive asked Sandra Bullock 
about the lead character in a pro¬ 
ject she was pitching well into 
her Hollywood career. 

“I looked at him and I go, 
‘Well, it is me, so you get what 
you get. You do reahze that I’m 
pitching this for me?”’ recalled 
BuUock iQ a recent interview. “He 
goes, ‘Yeah, but 1 want to know, 
like, what is she going to weaf?”’ 

Things have gotten a little bet¬ 
ter since then. In Our Brand is 


Hollywood, where sexist pre¬ 
sumptions are engrained in the 
culture. 

Then there’s the matter of 
substance with roles for women. 
Bullock can’t remember how 
many times she’s had to hsten 
to a writer try to explain how 


“the wife” is really the heart of 
the movie. 

“I know what that means. 
That means you’re going to be 
underwritten and you’re just 
going to be the wife waking up 
in bed with the husband and 


making the coffee,” she said. “If 
you say that I’m the heart of the 
piece. I’m going to (expletive) 
clock you.” 

That’s why Bullock and her 
agent started looking at roles 
for men. 


After all, male characters don’t 
always have to be likable. Their 
comedies don’t have to be of 
the romantic variety. And the 
first question from studio execu¬ 
tives probably isn’t going to be 
“Is he hot?” 


When Bullock read the un¬ 
produced screenplay for Our 
Brand is Crisis, she decided to 
call longtime friends George 
Clooney and producer Grant 
Heslov to see if there was any 
chance they might consider her 


for the lead — an amoral, Sim 
Tzu-quoting political consultant 
who’s come out of retirement for 
a showdown with an old rival. 
They said yes. 

To adapt the part, they 
changed around some pro¬ 
nouns, they gave the charac¬ 
ter a woman’s name, and they 
added some sexual innuendos 
with her foe (Billy Bob Thorn¬ 
ton). But overall, it remained as 
originally written. 

Part of that is the strength of 
screenwriter Peter Straughan’s 
script, said Thornton. The tran¬ 
sition from male to female was 
easy because it was never a type 
to begin with — the gender was 
almost incidental. 

“1 tend as a writer to not iden¬ 
tify characters unless there’s a 
reason for it,” said Thornton. 
“(Straughan) wrote it as a per¬ 
son.” 

From there, director David 
Gordon Green and his actors 
could focus on the big ideas in 
this satirical stoiy about a failing 
Bohvian presidential candidate 
and the American lackeys hired 
to tiy to manipulate his image 
and a countiy for the win. 

As someone whose father 
worked in the Pentagon, Bul¬ 
lock understands the allure of 
stories about the underbelly of 
politics. The do-anything can¬ 
didates and unscrupulous mer¬ 
cenaries in Our Brand is Crisis 
are especially resonant now, she

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Redford as Rather brings home Truth

Director draws 
on acting legend 
to play famous 
news anchor

Who do you get to play an icon? 
If you are James Vanderbilt, 
director of Truth, you hire an¬ 
other icon. 

The stoiy of 60 Minutes pro¬ 
ducer Maiy Mapes and legend- 
aiy news anchor Dan Rather’s 
journalistic examination into 
President George W. Bush’s 
military service features Rob¬ 
ert Redford as one of the most 
famous reporters of the twen¬ 
tieth century. “The movie’s big 
buy is, ‘Are you going to see 
Redford all the way through or 
are you going to see Rather?”’ 
says Vanderbilt. 

“Redford is a phenomenal 
actor but what he brings into 
a scene by just being present 
(is a) gravitational pull. The 
room turns toward him. Get¬ 
ting to know Dan, that’s what 


Dan Rather is like. When Dan 
Rather walks into a room, the 
same thing happens. 

“Everybody turns into, in a 
good way, a teenager, because 
those are both voices who have 
been in your living room for 


30 to 40 years. It’s a voice of 
God thing they both have and 
that’s why I really wanted Bob 
to do it.” 

Vanderbilt says the legendary 
actor is “veiy easy going, the 
nicest guy you’ll ever meet,” 


but nonetheless made people 
on the set nervous. 

“We had heads of depart¬ 
ments who had been working in 
film for 30 years who couldn’t 
call him Bob. He would say, ‘Call 
me Bob,’ and they would say.

‘I’m sorry, I can’t do that Mr. 
Redford. I’m very soriy that is 
not going to happen.’” 

Vanderbilt is best known as 
a screenwriter, penning the 
scripts for The Amazing Spi¬ 
der-Man, Zodiac, White House 
Down and the upcoming In¬ 
dependence Day 2. 

His screenplay for Truth is 
based on Mapes’ memoir Truth 
and Duty and reveals a time 
before journalism was driven 
by ad sales and click-throughs. 

“It was pre iPhone,” he says. 
“It was a year before the iPhone 
came out and that is such a big 
thing in terms of how we con¬ 


nect to one another now. How 
we relate to each other. Journal¬ 
ists and eveiybody. It felt hke a 
fulcrum point, kind of where 
we had been, journalistically, 
and where we are now.” 

His research into the story 
gave the director a new respect 
for journalists. 

“I think it is a very noble 
profession but maybe I’m a very 
pie in the sky guy,” he says. “I 
think the more young people 
who grow up and go, ‘This is 
what I want to be. I want to 
ask questions of power,’ the 
better. I think we, as a society, 
are better that way.”

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Cooper shows off his chops

BURNT 

Actor realized 
pre-existing 
cooking skills 
wouldn’t cut it 

Bradley Cooper wasn’t a novice 
to the Idtchen when he decided 
to take on the role of the fic¬ 
tional Michelin star chef Adam 
Jones in Burnt. 

He grew up in a food lov¬ 
ing home near Philadelphia — 
some of his favourite memories 
are of his grandmother making 
pizza, cheesecakes and home¬ 
made raviohs. He was a bus boy 
at a Greek restaurant there, a 
waiter at a fancy estabhshment 
near Georgetown University, 
and a prep cook at an Italian 
and seafood place in Somers 
Point, New Jersey. 

One day, he said, he cut and 
cleaned 620 chickens and nine 
boxes of peppers in addition to 
making the dough and sauces. 

But he didn’t tell anyone 
that when he started rubbing 
elbows with the Michelin cali¬ 
bre cooks he needed to learn 
from for this role. 

“They wouldn’t have cared,” 
said Cooper, laughing. Besides, 
he needed to get down to work 
if he was going to believably 
portray this top chef seeking a 
third Michelin star. Whatever 
knife proficiency he thought 
he had wasn’t exactly going 
to cut it under the scrutiny of 
professionals. 

In Burnt, out Friday, not only 
is Adam Jones a savant in the 
kitchen; he’s also got a drug 
habit that’s left him an exile 
in the world of haute cuisine. 
While the drugs are under con¬ 


trol for the moment, his temper 
is another story. Who better 
to learn from than the stormy 
Gordon Ramsay? 

Gooper trained alongside 
Glaire Smythe, executive chef 
of London’s Restaurant Gor¬ 
don Ramsay, which has three 
Michelin stars, for “many, many 
services,” said director John 
Wells. 

“All the actors had to spend 
the time to get fluent in the 
craft — not fluent enough 
to serve 100 meals, but flu¬ 
ent enough where someone 
else who knows how to do it 
wouldn’t think they look ri¬ 


diculous.” 

When it got down to shoot¬ 
ing, they chose the authentic 
over the artificial. 

BBC TV Master Chef present¬ 
er Marcus Wareing was behind 
the camera, both designing the 
menus and keeping an eye on 
eveiyone’s technique. 

The actors felt the stress and 
the pain of working in a real 
kitchen too — sometimes lit¬ 
erally, with cuts and burns. 

“That’s real sweat. My eyes 
were bloodshot for half the 
movie. It was all real. For an 
actor, that was amazing. There 
was no stunt double. There was 


no insert of another person’s 
hands,” said Cooper. 

Being No. 1 on the call sheet 
isn’t unhke being the head of a 
kitchen, too. Cooper needed to 
set the tone of the operation. 

“He did exactly what any dir¬ 
ector would want him to do. He 
was fully prepared, had done 
all of his research, knew all of 
his lines and showed up ready 
to work and was as demanding 
as Adam,” said Wells. “He was 
the first person on the set and 
the last person off.” 

The seriousness with which 
Cooper approached the role 
reminded Wells of another ac¬ 


tor he’d worked with recently: 
Meiyl Streep. 

He remembers showing up 
for a read through of August: 
Osage County and Streep was 
already off book. 

“Everyone else was hke, ‘Oh, 
uh oh, it’s going to be like that, 
is it?’ And that was the same 
with Bradley,” he said. 

“Bradley, because he’s so 
damn good looking, people 
don’t realize that he’s real¬ 
ly smart — fiercely intelli¬ 
gent. He questions things 
and you and everyone else 
had better be prepared.”

Cooper talks audience 
expectations and how real 
the kitchen experience 
was. 

With the amount of real¬ 
ity and scripted shows 
about chefs, do you ex¬ 
pect a certain level of pre¬ 
existing knowledge from 
audiences these days? 

It's a very educated audi¬ 
ence, and we were very 
aware of that. We were 
very conscious that we 
have to be as authen¬ 
tic as we can because 
people are going to be 
able to smell it out in two 
seconds. I'm not so sure 
how well-versed people 
are with the history of 
Michelin, but in terms of 
the back of the house 
being documented on 
the Food Network, whole 
channels dedicated to it, 
that's all over the place. 

How realistic was your 
kitchen set-up for this? 

That's a functioning kitch¬ 
en. Every shot, that's me 
doing it for better or for 
worse. All the other extras 
that you see in the kitch¬ 
en, those were all chefs 
who work in Michelin- 
starred restaurants. None 
of them were actors aside 
from Omar, Ricardo, Si¬ 
enna and Sam. The rest 
were all chefs. And we 
were making food. Each 
day we would come into 
work, there would be or¬ 
ders that we would have 
that I would call out, and 
there would be food in the 
refrigerator ready to cook 
those meals, and we had 
to cook them.

Clara Venice

Of the 72 musical instruments 
played by Clara Venice on her 
new album Electric Dream it’s 
the Theremin that she’s con¬ 
nected to most. 

“To me it’s just the most 
magical instrument” she says 
excitedly, “it can mimic a voice, 
a guitar or a violin.” 

Invented in 1920, the Ther¬ 
emin is known for producing 
eerie sounds when you hold 
your hands near two anten¬ 
nae to complete an electric cir¬ 
cuit, but in Clara’s expert hands 
it delivers a warm scenery of 
grooves that matches the way 
she sways her hips and bops to 
the crowds on stage. 

“It’s a sound that most people 


know from science fiction mov¬ 
ies, but it can actually do so 
much more” she explains. 

“I’ve got a solo on the album 
that people honestly think is 
an electric guitar until it gets 
to the veiy end and it’s sliding 
around in a way that wouldn’t 
be possible.” 

With her pink hair, Minnie 
Mouse leggings, and cuddly- 
bear Laplander hat she enthus¬ 
es delights that seem simple 
and easy, but they grow from 
a sophisticated curiosity. In her 
songs her characters read Yates 
even as they surprise each other

with Skittles and her album is 
full of sounds from the largest 
collection of rare instruments 
in the world, the National Music 
Centre in Calgaiy. 

“They basically just let me go 
crazy” she says of her residency 
there which gave her access 
to an electric violin, ukulele, 
glockenspiel, and an exotic 
instrument called the Buchla 
Lightning. “It’s an instrument 
you play with two magic wands” 
she says with delight. 

She’s toured with the Baren- 
aked Ladies and performed this 
past summer at the Beaker- 



head festival in Calgaiy where 
she debuted a stage system in¬ 
corporating four pre-recorded 
“Hologlamour” projections of 
herself 

“It’s kind of like the Spice 
Girls, but more the Space Girls” 
she says of her green screen¬ 
generated band, needed to share 
her many instruments. “There’s 
four different personas: one of 
them is the guitar player, one 
of them is the keyboard, one 
of them is a string player, the 
other plays ukulele, and they 
accompany me as 1 sing and 
perform live on the Theremin.” 

Each virtual clone gives Clara 
a chance to come up with new 
identities through colourful 
wigs, clothes, and moves. VJ 
and programmer Owen Den¬ 
ham helped orchestrate the live 
experience which also includes 
inter-planetaiy vistas and virtual 
rabbits captured in advance also 
using agreen screen technology. 

“1 want to create music that 
becomes your environment” she 
says of her new album Electric 
Dream, “1 want something that 
will envelop you, hug you, and 
move you along throughout 
your day.”

Forty years ago, two movies were 
released to massive public indif¬ 
ference. 

One would later become a 
worldwide cult phenomenon 
that has since grossed more than 
$440 million. The other also be¬ 
came a cult favourite but on a — 
ahem — slightly smaller scale. 

That first movie. The Rocky 
Horror Picture Show, has never 
ofiiciaUy been pulled from theat¬ 
rical release by 20th Century Fox 
and continues to screen all over 
the world. 

The second film also lives on, 
but only in one place: Winnipeg. 

The Phantom of the Paradise, 
Brian De Palma’s schlocky rock 
’n’ roll rifif on The Phantom of 
the Opera, teUs the stoiy of poor 
Winslow Leach, who, after being 
disfigured by having his head 
squished in a record press, has 
his music stolen by the evil Swan, 
played by the diminutive Paul 
Williams, best known at the time 
for writing hits for The Carpen¬ 
ters and Barbra Streisand, and 
who would soon gain fame for 
writing Rainbow Connection for 
Kermit the Frog. 

For reasons that baffle cine- 
philes, musicologists and sociolo¬ 
gists, Paradise grabbed on to the 


good people of Winnipeg upon 
its release in 1974 and never let 
go. While the film was bounced 
from theatres within a week 
or two in most cities, it ran for 
months in Winnipeg. The city 
bought more than 20,000 copies 
of the soundtrack. And passion 
for the movie continues to run 
veiy, veiy deep. 

Every couple of years, Win¬ 
nipeg’s love for Paradise is re¬ 
newed with a gathering called 
Phantompalooza. This Friday, 
Paradisers will once again as¬ 
semble at the Metropolitan En¬ 
tertainment Centre. The guest 
of honour will be Peter Elbhng, 
lead ghoul of The Undead, one 
of the film’s fictional bands. The 
city is freaking out at the pros¬ 
pect of seeing the man who sang 
Somebody Super Like You. 

1 will be there. My sister is 
performing in the event’s house 
band. A lot of my old friends will 
be attending. None of us can ex¬ 
plain it; this is just something 
Winnipeggers do. 

Several years ago 1 cornered 
Williams backstage at a Canadian 
Music Week event. 1 had to tell 
him that 1 considered Paradise 
to be one of the greatest movies 
I’d ever seen as a kid. Williams 
looked up at me with a weird 
expression. “Why?” 

“I’m from Winnipeg,” I re¬ 
plied. “Oh,” he said. “That ex¬ 
plains it.”

Experiencing Gullah culture

The Gullah are the descendants 
of the people of the rice coast 
regions of Western Africa who 
were stripped of their freedom, 
herded onto slave ships, and 
imported as chattel to the Low- 
countiy of South Carohna and 
Georgia. They were liberated the 
first year of the Givil War fol¬ 
lowing the battle of Port Royal 
and remained in the Beaufort 
area, where decades of rural 
isolation preserved their African- 
American Gullah culture. 

Whispers of the past can 
still be heard when staring out 
at the vast salt marshes from 
the waterfront — a view undis¬ 
turbed by the passage of time 
— or walking down the town’s 
shady residential streets through 
a towering and twisted canopy of 
live oaks festooned with Spanish 
moss that rustles in the breeze. 

The porch ceihngs of stately 
antebellum homes are painted a 
soft, pale “haint blue,” a styhstic 
flourish that arose from Gullah 
ghostbusting tradition. The cool¬ 
ing colour is believed to ward 
off “haints” or evil spirits. Ac¬ 
cording to Gullah superstition, 
lost souls up to no good are as 
afraid of water as the Wicked 



Witch of the West. Beaufort’s 
bubbling art scene with galler¬ 
ies dotting the downtown 
core also serves as a visual 
bridge to the past. 




SUPERSTITION 


Creative freedom 

“I had two types of 
grandmothers. I had M 
that really sweet grand- ^ 
mother who would teach 
me how to bake cakes. 

Then 1 had that grandmother 
who would teach me how to go 
get a switch,” riffs Sonja Griffins 
Evans, an acclaimed Gullah cul¬ 
ture artist. 

She’s pointing to a work 
of hers depicting a young girl 
with her hands clasped and 
her guardian behind her in a 
matching white dress. “When 
1 first painted it 1 thought this 
is Nana’s baby.” We’re in the 
courtyard of the Beaufort Ar¬ 
senal, a castle-like fortification 
constructed in 1799, about to 
dip our brushes and have at it 
in a painting class. 

GuUah paintings tend to em¬ 
ploy bright, vibrant colours in 
their depictions of post-eman¬ 
cipation community life, and 
figures are often faceless. Evans 
steers us to follow our own path 
but shepherds the artistic pro¬ 
cess by urging pupils to pick out 
one colour that is personally 
meaningful and then blanket 
our canvas with it to serve as 
a backdrop. 

After choosing a dark shade of 
green and making a few muddy 
brushstrokes she glances at my 
work in progress and intuits 
correctly that I’m “a bit of a 
nature guy.” Later she takes a 
look and envisions a red-roofed

structure in my painting’s fu¬ 
ture, another prescient forecast. 

Evans’ work can be found 
at Scout Southern Market (709 
Bay St.), a home decor shop 
where you can sip on a mint 
mojito sweet tea float while 
browsing hand-hammered cop¬ 
per pitchers, porch bed swings, 
and spoon-laden chandehers. 

For a wide variety of Gullah, 
African and low-country folk art, 
LyBensons Galleiy and Studio 
(211 Gharles St.) carries every¬ 
thing from sweetgrass baskets 
and wood burnings, to works 
depicting Gullah icon Robert 
Smalls, the slave-turned-ship 
captain and eventual five-term 
congressman. 

A Gullah night on the town 

The first Friday in December 
will ring in the Yuletide sea¬ 
son on the South Garolina Sea 
Islands with a stirring rendition 
of The Gullah Kinfolk: Ghrist- 
mas Wish ... Freedom Gom- 
ing at the University of South 
Garohna-Beaufort’s Performing 
Arts Genter. Gonnect with Gul¬ 
lah culture through a dazzling, 
foot-stomping musical bringing 
alive the excitement of Decem¬ 
ber of 1860, the last Ghristmas 
hohday before the Givil War. 

Goinciding with the stirring 
theatrical performance is the 
Taste of Gullah Soulfood Buffet 
where local caterers serve up 
collards, candied yams, gumbo, 
red rice and other rib-sticking 
favourites. There will also be 
an artist showcase and market.

“He is veiy much a British 
cultural icon. Everybody has 
grown up with him: kids, par¬ 
ents and even grandparents,” 
explains Rachel Stewardson, a 
tour guide at the London Film 
Museum. 

On until March 2016, the 
museum’s Bond in Motion 
exhibit, a collection of James 
Bond vehicles, has been wildly 
popular with locals and tourists 
alike. With the launch of the 
latest Bond flick. Spectre, Stew¬ 
ardson expects the exhibit will 
be extended for another year.

by a gun-blazing helicopter, go 
flying off a pier into the water? 
Vl^en the car transforms into a 
submersible laden with Qjsup- 
plied gadgets, you can’t help 
but cheer for the suave spy. 

My favourite displays are the 
unconventional vehicles: the 
cello case sled used by Bond to 
slide away from armed guards 
in The Living Daylights; the 
Little Nellie auto gyro mini 
helicopter from You Only Live 
Twice; and the crocodile sub¬ 
marine from Octopussy. Ap¬ 
parently the filmmakers ac¬ 
quired a real crocodile for the 
scene, which then escaped and 
hibernated under the set, only 
to reappear two weeks later. 

In addition to the vehicles, 
there are stoiyboards, scripts 
and a smattering of the cos¬ 
tumes and props used during 
more than 50 years of Bond 
filmmaking. Video screens 
placed throughout play the 
relevant clips from the movies. 

Located half a block from 
Covent Garden, a stop here 
will leave anyone interested 
in movie-making shaken and 
stirred.

Council OKs 
George Lucas 
museum, but 
hurdles remain 

The force — of Chicago’s city 
council, at least — is with 
George Lucas, as aldermen voted 
Wednesday to allow the Star 
Wars filmmaker to build his 
$400-million museum along the 
shores of Lake Michigan. 

With no discussion, the coun¬ 
cil cast the widely expected vote 
in favour of allowing Lucas to 
build his 300,000-square-foot 
Lucas Museum of Narrative Art 
just south of Soldier Field, home 
of the Chicago Bears. 

Mayor Rahm Emanuel strong¬ 
ly endorsed the project and Lu¬ 
cas’s choice of Chicago instead 
of San Francisco as the site for 
his museum was considered a 
major coup for the mayor, who 
earher this year scored another 
victory when President Barack 
Obama selected Chicago as the 
site of his presidential hbraiy. 

But as with that hbraiy, not 
everybody favours handing over 
city parkland for Lucas to build 


his museum. Non-profit group 
Friends of the Parks is suing in 
federal court to block the pro¬ 
ject and the two sides are due 
back in court Nov. 10. 

Some questions and answers 
about the museum plan: 

Why Chicago? 

It seemed like San Francisco 
was a lock. After all, Lucas was 
bom in California, Lucasfilm’s 
visual effects division is based 
in the city and the headquar¬ 
ters of Lucasfihn and Skywiker 
Sound is across the Golden Gate 
Bridge in Marin County. But 
Lucas’ wife, Mellody Hobson, is 
from Chicago. And when the two 
got married, they hosted a star- 
studded party there to celebrate 
after their Cahfomia wedding. 

Then there is Mayor Rahm 
Emanuel. The famously pushy 
mayor really wanted the mu¬ 
seum and while San Francisco 
was “doodling around,” as Lucas 
once said, Emanuel was getting 
the city to offer up a slice of real 
estate along the lake near attrac¬ 
tions such as the Field Museum 
of Natural History and the Shedd 
Aquarium. 

What will it look hke? 

It is no surprise that a filmmaker 


that introduced the world to Han 
Solo’s Millennium Falcon and 
a droid named R2-D2 plans to 
house his collection in a futur¬ 
istic building. The undulating 
structure will have an obser¬ 
vation deck that resembles a 


floating disc. But the revised 
renderings also reflect the 
battle with those opposed to 
building a private museum on 
the city’s cherished lakefront. 
About 100,000 square feet have 
been lopped off of the original 


planned 400,000-square-foot 
building, leaving more green 
space on the 17-acre site, which 
will include many trees, native 
plants and an outdoor plaza that 
leads up to the sloping face of 
the building.

What is going to be in the 
museum? 

It may be ofBciaUy called the Lu¬ 
cas Museum of Narrative Art, but 
it wiU almost certainly be known 
as the Star Wars Museum. That 
means there will be plenty of 
artifacts and costumes from the 
Star Wars films, and Lucas has 
said there wiU be artifacts from 
the Indiana Jones movies and 
other films. But along with props 
and stoiy boards, the museum 
will also include three auditor¬ 
iums where visitors can watch 
films and attend lectures and 
workshops. Not only that, but 
the museum will showcase art¬ 
work Lucas has been collecting 
since college, including illustra¬ 
tions by Norman Rockwell and 
N.C. Wyeth, the associated press

The state of’Wyoming is looking 
to boost tourism through an ani¬ 
mated film that will be released 
nationwide next month. 

The Good Dinosaur, which will 
be released U.S. Thanksgiving 
week, is about a dinosaur named 
Arlo and his human friend as 
they travel a harsh and scenic 
land. Valleys and mountains de¬ 
picted in the film were inspired 
by the ’V\^oming landscape, such 
as the Teton Range. 

Under an agreement between 
the state Office of Tourism and 
Pixar, Wyoming will invest $1.2 
million of its advertising budget 
on a media campaign promot¬ 
ing both the film and the state. 

In addition, the state will pay 
Pixar $100,000 to help sponsor 
the film’s world premiere Nov. 
17 in Los Angeles. In return, ’V\^o- 
ming will b^e able to promote 


the state, such as displaying its 
bucking horse and rider logo on 
the red carpet at the premiere. 

Tourism Office spokesman 
Chris Mickey said that Wyoming 
will be able to use images from 
the film in commercials market¬ 
ing the state to potential visitors. 

“One of the things we love 
about this partnership is we can 
directly tie the dinosaurs to Wyo¬ 
ming in the movie,” Mickey said. 

The commercials will run 
from mid-November to mid- 
December, but probably won’t 
be aired in Wyoming, he said. 


“But they will be seen in select 
markets all over the country,” 
Mickey said. 

Diane Shober, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Wyoming Office of 
Tourism, said the arrangement 
with Pixar provides the state the 
opportunity to increase interest 
in and visitation to Wyoming. 

“The Good Dinosaur is a per¬ 
fect fit for Wyoming with the 
mountain backdrops, sweeping 
landscapes and ties to paleontol¬ 
ogy and culture of the American 
West,” Shober said in a state¬ 
ment.

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Safety tips for your 
last-minute getaway 


Last-minute travel deals are often too enticing 
to pass up. But even unexpected getaways 
require safety precautions, says one Edmonton 
nurse. 

“Last-minute travel doesn’t mean you’re 
‘hooped’ on getting the information you need 
to stay safe,” says Yahozka Morales, a nurse at 
Atlas Immunization Services, which special¬ 
izes in travel vaccines and immunizations. “It 
just means you have little time to get it.” 

While immunity takes about two weeks 
post vaccine to develop. Morales says some 
vaccines can be accelerated or standard dosing 
can give partial protection. For example, she 
says, one dose of hepatitis A vaccine offers 79 
per cent protection after one week and about 
90 per cent after two. 

“Even if you haven’t purchased your ticket, 
we suggest making sure your hepatitis A, 
Tetanus, Diphtheria and Pertussis (whooping 
cough) vaccines are up to date,” she says. 

In addition to vaccines, says Morales, with 
just one consultation last-minute travellers 
can learn to reduce travel risks and obtain 
prescription medications for malaria, altitude 


illness and traveller’s diarrhea. 

“A consultation offers a lot of information, 
but no matter where they are in the world, if 
our clients’ have a question, we are only an 
e-mail away,” says Morales. 

Meanwhile, essential non-medical travel 
precautions, says Morales, include photocopy¬ 
ing travel documents and passports (keeping 
copies in each travel bag and giving one to a 
loved one), and registering with the Canadian 
embassy in case of an emergency abroad is 
important.

It’s known as one of the most common skin- 
care problems seen by doctors but it’s also 
one of the most distressing for sufferers. 

Acne affects nearly 20 per cent of Can¬ 
adians, which is 5.6 million Canadians, 
according to University of Alberta Clinical 
Professor and Interim Clinical Section Chief 
for Dermatology in the Edmonton Zone Dr.

Pittsburgh 
wins for sixth 
time in last 
seven games 

The Pittsburgh Penguins may 
be starting to find their stride. 

Evgeni Malkin scored his 
fourth of the season on the 
power play, Jeff Zatkoff made 
50 saves in his season debut 
and the Pittsburgh Penguins 
beat the Buffalo Sabres 4-3 on 
Thursday night. 

“We know we have the guys 
that can score, but you’re 
not going to win just on tal¬ 
ent,” Penguins forward Pas¬ 
cal Dupuis said. “You have to 
grind games and win them the 
hard way. It’s what we’re learn¬ 
ing to do early in the year.” 

Dupuis, Patric Hornqvist 
and Ben Lovejoy all scored 
their first of the season and 
Malkin added an assist. Pitts¬ 
burgh beat Washington on 
Wednesday night and has won 
three straight, six of its past 
seven and seven straight over 
Buffalo. Malkin has four goals 
and nine points in his last 
seven games. 

Sidney Crosby had two as¬ 
sists, his first points in three 
games. Crosby is off to the 
worst start of his career and 
went without a point in eight 
of the team’s first nine games. 

Dupuis’ goal was his first 
since last November after he

missed most of 2014 with ca¬ 
reer-threatening blood clots. 

“When you come back, you 
want to be an impact player 
and want to get back to your 
old ways,” Dupuis said. “It’s 
taking a while, but it’s slowly 
getting there.” 

The same can be said for 
the Penguins’ power play. The 
unit is statistically the worst 
in the league despite a num¬ 
ber of world-class players, in¬ 
cluding Crosby and Malkin. It 
scored its third of the season 
in 32 chances, breaking an 
0-for-ll slump. 

That helped support Zatkoff, 
who got the call after Marc- 
Andre Fleury started the first 
nine games for Pittsburgh. He 
turned aside 41 shots in the 
final two periods, including 
23 in the third. 

“We knew they were go¬ 
ing to throw everything at 
us,” Zatkoff said. “They put a 
good push on, but thankfully 
we had a two-goal cushion.”

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Anthopoiilos leaves 
everyone puzzled

Jays’ successful 
GM exits post 
with class but in 
cloud of mystery 

The same day he was named 
Major League Baseball’s execu¬ 
tive of the year, Alex Anthop- 
oulos found himself trying to 
explain why he was facing un¬ 
employment. 

In a surprising turn of events, 
the Toronto Blue Jays parted 
ways with their chief architect 
Thursday — less than a week 
after coming within one inning 
of forcing Game 7 in the Amer¬ 
ican League Championship Ser¬ 
ies. Anthopoulos said it was his 
choice, with the final decision 
coming Wednesday afternoon. 

“I just didn’t feel like this 
was the right fit for me going 
forward,” Anthopoulos told 
reporters in a conference call 
Thursday. “Not an easy (decision). 
Obviously eveiyone knows how 
1 feel about the organization, the 
city, the countiy. By no means 
was this an easy decision but it 
was one that 1 felt I needed to 
make... 1 own this decision. This 
is on me 100 per cent,” he added. 

It was a classy if confusing 
exit. Despite repeated questions, 
Anthopoulos did not elaborate 
on why he is leaving, other than 
to say that he wanted to be true 
to himself and that the impasse 
was not due to a financial dis¬ 
agreement. But the GM’s depar¬ 
ture comes during a changeover 
in Jays management with Mark 
Shapiro, the former Cleveland 
Indians president, taking over 
from the departing Paul Beeston 
as president and CEO. 

“This decision is solely mine. 
Mark gave me eveiy opportun¬ 


ity to return. He was sincere 
in wanting me back ... (Team 
owner) Rogers and Mark were 
more than generous, I mean 
extremely generous,” added the 
Montreal native. 

Anthopoulos left more ques¬ 
tions than answers. He said he 
wanted to be back and that 
ownership and his new boss 
wanted him to stay. But clearly 
the team’s new landscape was 
not one he could live with. 

He declined to say why it was 
not a good fit. But he went out 
of his way to praise Shapiro and 
Rogers, stressing that the base¬ 
ball team is in good hands. 

“I know this is not an easy day 
for anybody... I don’t think any 
of us wanted this to happen.” 
Anthopoulos, 38, turned down 
a five-year contract extension, 
amid speculation of a difference 
in vision with Shapiro, who does 
not ofiQcially take up his new job

until Monday. Unlike Beeston, 
Shapiro is a president immersed 
in the baseball side — and one 
who clearly has his own views 
on how to run a club. Shapiro 
and Anthopoulos don’t appear to 
be on the same page, although 
Anthopoulos rejected the sugges¬ 
tion of a power struggle. 

Anthopoulos said he did not 
have another job lined up, al¬ 
though he said his phone “ex¬ 
ploded” Thursday once news of 
his pending departure broke. 


Anthopoulos, then assistant 
general manager, took over as 
Toronto’s GM in 2009 after J.P. 
Ricciardi was fired. 

The Jays went 489-483 under 
Anthopoulos, according to 
Sportsnet stats, but soared this 
year. The GM earned kudos for 
a string of moves that produced 
a thrilling 93-69 campaign and 
a return to the playoffs ^er 22 
years. He helped end the team’s 
playoff drought by retooling in 
the off-season and then show¬ 
ing some impressive sleight of 
hand before the trade deadline. 

Signing Canadian catcher 
Russell Martin and trading for 
third baseman Josh Donaldson 
provided an upgrade on and off 
the field. Then the deadline ac¬ 
quisitions of David Price, Ben Re¬ 
vere, Troy Tulowitzki and LaTroy 
Hawkins helped the team to a 
remarkable second-half surge.
